A NATIONAL convention for the discussion of cum- 
mercial reciprocity will be held at the Hotel Raleigh, 
in Washington, D. C., beginning on Tuesday morning, 
Nov. 19, and continuing for three days. This conven- 
tion will be composed exclusively of manufacturers 
properly accredited as delegates by trade and commer- 
cial organizations, and its deliberations will be confined 
to commercial reciprocity in its bearing upon the in- 
dustries of this country and its influence upon our ex- 
port trade. 








Tue activity of American manufacturers shows 
no signs of abatement, whatever the conditions in other 
countries. At least, this appears to be true, measuring 
the activity of manufacturers by their demand for raw 
material from other parts of the world which enter into 
their great industries. The recent figures of the Treas- 
ury Bureau of Statistics show that the importation of 
manufactured materials during nine months ending with 
September, 1901, were not only larger than those of 
last year, but larger than those of any year in the 
history of our commerce and industries. 


THs internal commerce of the United States dur- 
ing the first three-quarters of the commercial year is 
in many respects the most remarkable in the history of 
the country’s internal trade, while in some features 
there is .a decline from the high tide of activity for 
the corresponding period of a year or two ago. The 
monthly summary of the Treasury Bureau of Statistics 
reports that the trunk-line movement of flour from 
Chicago points during four weeks of September reached 
an average of 90,842 barrels. For the first time in 
the year one week’s grain movement fell below a mil- 
lion bushels. The provision trade shows the highest 
weekly average of the year, being 31,196 tons per week. 

At the five chief live stock markets in the West 
the receipts for nine months ending September 30 were 
5,236,356 cattle, 13,413,669 hogs, and 5,331,155 sheep, 
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aggregating 23,981,180 head of these three kinds, com- 
pared with 22,239,971 head for the like period of 1900. 

Chicago received 213,118 cars of the five kinds 
of stock, compared with 200,493 cars for the first nine 
months of 1900. Kansas City’s arrivals of both cattle 
and hogs were larger than for any previous year to 
September 30. Omaha’s packing industries consumed 
2,681,431 head of cattle, hogs and sheep, against 2,590,- 
662 head last year to September 30. The correspond- 
ing figures for St. Joseph are 2,029,406 head and 1,- 
580,891. Nine months’ receipts at St. Louis in 1901 


plating the establishment of a fire insurance company 
as an auxiliary. The Minnesota Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association already has such an organization, 
and its workings have been very satisfactory, an impor- 
tant saving to the membership being effected. The 
National Association of Credit Men have recently taken 
up this question of credits in conjunction with retail 
insurance, and this strong association, embracing credit 
men in all lines, is emphatically of the opinion that 
retailers should insure their stocks. The view of credit 
men in this matter is very convincingly set forth in 
the following article of this subject, written by C. B. 
Higman, of Sioux City, lowa: 

“Credit men should insist on merchants carrying 
fire insurance on their stocks. Every merchant should 
carry an amount of insurance sufficient to cover his 
indebtedness in case of fire. There might be an excep- 
tion made in case of firms that have a very high com- 
mercial rating and are abundantly able to pay their 
debts regardless of what might happen. Such firms, 
however, you will find as a rule fully insured. 

“This matter of insurance is a very vital point 
to be looked after in a credit man’s business. Many 
a party or firm who intend to pay their bills will sad- 
dle the loss off on creditors when overtaken by fire, 
giving as an excuse, that they had no insurance. 

“The writer has had a little experience along this 
Some time ago, a merchant who had been burned 
out was called upon by him for a settlement of our 
account. He was one of those who was insured for 
about one-half of his indebtedness. As he walked down 
the street, friend after friend of this man stopped and 
condoled with him over his loss when I knew very 
well at the time that the loss was ours and not his. 
The day following the adjuster arrived and settled the 
insugance, which enabled the insured to pay fifty cents 
on the dollar, our loss consequently being one-half. 

“Merchants should read their insurance policies 
more carefully and understand them more fully. For 
instance, there is a clause against carrying fireworks 
about which merchants know nothing, and many of 
them endanger their policies by carrying such without 
a permit. 

“If the merchant’s business does not warrant pay- 
ing the insurance it would be better for him to close 
out, because if it is worth running at all it is worth 
running on business principles. This means insurance 
against fire—a protection for the merchant—a guar- 
antee of good faith towards the creditors.”

As he spent Millions in reaching the Con- 
sumer he found it necessary to sell to the Retailer at a 
High Price, which gave the latter only a Scant margin 
of Profit. 

The Retailers handled his goods. They had To, 
because there was a Big Demand, but because there 
was no Profit in the goods they felt Sore, and they 
Knocked the goods hard. 

Now this was a Bad Policy for the Retailer, as this 
Young Man said in his Advertisements, “Don’t let the 
Wicked Retailer SUBSTITUTE. If he won’t give you 
MY Stuff, go somewhere else.” 

But the people, in spite of this Warning, generally 
had Confidence in the Retailers, and took the Advice 
of these so-called Bad Men. 

While this large Advertiser sold many goods be- 
cause of his publicity expenditures and was easily In 
the Money, the Purse went to a Competitor who had 
fewer Scads than the Young Man. He did business on 
a different Tack, too. He advertised in the Trade 
Papers, and instead of Making Faces at The Retailer 
and saying, “O, Fy! Fy! Go Away You Bad Man,” 
he said, “Won’t you Co-operate with me in placing these 
goods before the Public. If you Buy I will Protect. 
I don’t sell Catalogue Houses. There is a good Margin 
in my Goods.” This Man did not get so many Write- 
ups in Advertising Papers like Print-or-Sink as his 
Competitor, but he did Sell a Tremendous lot of Goods. 

Jobbers bothered him by asking for Lower Prices 
all the Time, because they had to buy such a Lot of His 
Goods to Satisfy the Retail Trade. 

Moral.—A Lone Hand Sometimes Wins, But Part- 
ners Are Best In The Long Run.

I am no great hand at fables. Having learned 
from a perusal of high-class dailies and three-color 
magazines that the principal ingredients of a fable were 
capital letters and occasional slang, I have slung one to- 
gether. The point of my fable is to emphasize the value 
of the retailer as a distributive agent—a point some 
manufacturers are prone to overlook. Some manufac- 
turers fondly imagine that every retailer knows all 
about them. This is a delusion, as many a manufac- 
turer and jobber has awakened up to realize too late. 

The successful manufacturer is the one who utilizes 
the most economic, speedy and successful avenues for 
bringing his goods to the attention of the trade, and 
when you are talking of avenues, the best one for hard- 
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ware manufacturers to take to reach western hardware

AND now we are to have a new light, so, at least, 
says Prof. Frederick P. Gorham, who is experimenting 
on decayed meat in order to produce a light that will 
throw acetylene gas or electric light into the shade. 
The substance of the problem which is occupying Pro- 
fessor Gorham’s mind is the production of the greatest 
amount of light with the smallest of heat, and he 
hopes to accomplish this end by chemical means. Hav- 
ing set forth the problem, Professor Gorham bethought 
himself that there is a kind of animal phosphorescence 
which is, so far as known, entirely devoid of heat. This 
is the light observable in glowing summer seas, in 
fire flies, in decaying vegetation, or decaying flesh. 
Science has long known that the phosphorescence of 
the seas, of wood, and meat was from minute animal 
and vegetable organisms. He obtained a quantity of 
these from a piece of decayed meat, which he trans- 
ferred to test tubes containing gelatine. “The light 
these organisms produce is from oxidation,” said Pro- 
fessor Gorham, “just as the heat of our bodies is from 
oxidation. It is a chemical action. I have been ex- 
perimenting to find what materials would produce the 
greatest quantity of luminosity in these small bodies, 
and have now reduced their diet to three chemical salts, 
the principal being ordinary table salt or sodium 
chloride. Another of the salts contains nitrogen, which 
is essential to the production of light, and there is a 
little sulphur, which I believe could be eliminated with- 


out bad results.”

HigH among the public benefactors of the future 
may be enrolled the name of a New York baker, who 
believes he can reduce the cost of producing pvread so 
as to be able to sell it at 244 cents a loaf and still 
have it clean and wholesome with 16 ounces to the 
pound. In this country, it is true, bread has not quite 
the position which it occupies in certain parts of 
Europe. There it is not only the chief article of diet, 
but is of as much importance as all other kinds of food 
put together. Here if the workman were deprived of 
his bread he could still subsist on other things. But 
at the same time bread has by no means passed out 
of fashioin. Though it has new and dangerous rivals, 
and though it is traduced and maligned by health food 
congresses, it still keeps its place at the head of our 
list of ediblés. Wherever there is food of any kind there 
is always bread. It is the invariable feature of every 


meal.

States in October were smaller by about $17,000,000 
than those of the same month in 1900. The shipments 
last year, however, were phenomenally large and the 
value of American goods sent abroad last month was 
larger by about $20,000,000 than in October, 1899. 
Owing to the drouth of last summer, the October ex- 
ports of corn alone were $4,000,000 less than in the 
same month of the year before. For the first 10 months 
of the present year, the foreign shipments were about

EARNINGS OF U. S. STEEL CORPORATION. 








It is learned that the net earnings of the United 
States Steel Corporation during October were consid- 
erably above $11,000,000, or at the rate of $132,000,000 
a year. If this ratio is kept up during the next 12 
months the Steel Corporation will have accumulated a 
surplus of about $57,000,000. However, October was 
a record breaker in production, and the company’s 
profits were augmented by heavy receipts from transpor- 
tation. It is unlikely that the corporation will be able 
to maintain its November earning capacity. If its pro- 
duction is curtailed in consequence of the inability of 
blast furnaces to furnish iron, a heavy falling off in 
earnings can be looked for.

TALK OF NEW STEEL COPIBINE. 


The statement that a new steel corporation to in- 
clude the principal steel plate industries of the coun- 
try is being formed was confirmed Noy. 11, says the 
New York ‘Commercial, by interests identified with a 
number of the proposed constituent plants. <A director 
of the Tidewater Steel Co. declared that negotiations 
looking toward the centralization of certain steel con- 
cerns were under way, but had not progressed enough 
to warrant any statement bearing on details. 

When asked if Jones & Laughlins, Ltd., of Pitts- 
burg, would be taken over he replied that he was not in 
a position to say what companies the proposed consoli- 
dation would include. However, an attempt is being 
made to secure the Pittsburg plant,. but what success 
the promoters have met with could not be ascertained 
today. 

The belief prevails in iron and steel circles that if 
any combination of steel concerns is perfected the Jones 
& Laughlins’ works will not be found in the list of 
subsidiary companies. 

Philadelphia advices have it that the corporation 
will be capitalized at something like $50,000,000, but 
it is more than likely that the capital stock will be con- 
siderable below this figure, if Jones & Laughlins refuse 
to enter the combine. 

Jones & Laughlins is one of the largest and most 
important independent iron and steel corporations in 
the country.

COST AND SELLING PRICE OF IRON AND STEEL. 


The Industrial Commission, Washington, D. C., 
jssued a special report on Nov. 10 on an investigation 
conducted by the commission regarding the cost and 
selling prices of iron and steel products from 1890 to 
1901. The statement shows that in 1890 the cost of 
steel rails ranged from $25.93 to $34.52; in 1891, from 
$24.15 to $25.68; in 1892, from $22.65 to $24.82; in 
1893, from $19.25 to $22.62; in 1894, from $17.79 to 
$21.29; in 1895, from $16.68 to $25.47; in 1896, from 
$17.72 to $20.69; in 1897, from $15.91 to $15.62; in 
1898, from $16.67 to $17.81; in 1899, from $18.11 in 
January to $35.52 in December; in 1900, from $36.12 
in February to $21.83 in October, and in 1901 from 
$21.54 to $25.98. 

According to the showing made there was a margin 
in the selling price over the cost price for every year 
from 1890 up to July of 1898. In 1890 the margin 
ran from 73 cents to $3.50 a ton ; in 1891, from $3.89 
in 1892, from $4.68 to $7.35: in 1893, from 
$4.75 to $8.49; in 1894, from $2.71 to $6.21; in 1895, 
from $1.10 to $9.06; in

On the other hand, the advance of wages from 1899 to 
1901, especially as compared with the years immediately 
preceding, no regard to which has been given in making 
up the figures, may in part have offset the reduction 
through such improvements.

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HEATING BY HOT WATER FROM KITCHEN 
BOILER. 


BY JAMES J. LAWLER. 

The floor plan which we show here is that sent in 
by ou subscriber, “Fitter,” 
appeared in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN of Sept. 2ist. 
He wishes to know if he can heat a whole house by hot 
water from the water back in the kitchen range, and, 
while he gives no information on which to base calcu- 
lations, as it is not stated what the size of the house is, 
it is easy to answer his first question, and by only one 
word, no. But, notwithstanding the fact that he gives 
practically no information, simply a floor plan without 
measurements, which means very little, he goes further

and says: “If this will not work give me your reasons.” 
Now in such cases as these we become, practically speak- 
ing, mind readers, as we have nothing tangible on which 
to base proper answers of value to the trade, which is 
our aim in this, as well as all other departments of THE 
AMERICAN ARTISAN. This is a case where a person asks 
very little, but expects a great deal, and yet we can all 
learn something from such questions, and the gentle- 
man who asked the above questions will undoubtedly 
learn something from this answer that he will never 
forget, and not alone in matters pertaining to the heat- 
ing of a house by hot water, but of things in general. 

Coming back to the original question, the first 
thing to know when we are calculating on heating a 
room by steam or hot water is the size of the room, 
its cubical contents, also its exposed wall surface, as 
well as the size and number of windows, and each room 
in the house should be figured in this way, and, as will 
be seen, no size or capacity of any room is given, hence 
it would be impossible for us to tell the proper size of 
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the radiators for any room, yet there is one thing that 
we can tell in connection with this problem, even with- 
out measurements, and that is that one of the bed rooms 
or the bath room will be as much as can be warmed by 
the water back of the kitchen range, hence the job as 
laid out by our subscriber is not practical. After we 
find out the amount of radiating surface we require to 
warm any certain room or space, the next thing for our 
consideration is the capacity of a heater to supply the 
radiation, and that is the reason why there is hot water 
boilers of various capacities. But the size of the water 
back in the average kitchen range is the same, which 
contains, all told, about one square foot of surface 
which comes in contact with the fire; this, therefore, 
has its capacity for heating which cannot be increased. 
And if connected with a forty-gallon boiler there will 
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be little heat to spare for warming rooms, and in this 
case we would not recommend the heating of more than 
the bath room by this method, as the bath room is near- 
est the range, and even to do this successfully requires 
a knowledge of circulation which cannot be shown on a 
floor plan. If our subscriber concludes to warm the 
bath room of his customer’s house from. the kitchen 
range, and requires further information, we shall gladly 
comply with his request if he will give us the size of 
the bath room and water back in range, as well as the 
size of kitchen boiler.

A notable feature in the tin plate industry of 
South Wales recently has been the restarting of so 
many works, some of them after years of idleness. At 
the end of September there were 377 tin plate mills 
at work, as compared with 349 mills working at the 
end of August. Thus, there has been an increase of 28 
mills in the course of one month. These 28 mills 
would have a producing capacity of about 15,500 boxes 
per week. As compared with a year ago, however, the 
increase has only been 18 mills, the figures being 377 
and 359, respectively. There are at present 60 idle 
mills. In September the total exports of tin plates 
and black plates amounted to 29,745 tons, and in Au- 
gust they were 25,684 tons, or an increase for Septem- 
ber of 4,061 tons.—Iron and Coal Trades’ Review.

BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 


The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 


vance report on the iron and steel situation: 

Demand for iron and steel is heavy and nearly 
all lines share in the strength. Pig iron is active at all 
markets and 25 cents per ton premium is freely paid 
for immediate delivery. Stocks are smaller than a 
month ago. Steel billets are also in demand and find 
ready sale at $28 per ton at Pittsburg. The rail sit- 
uation is one of special strength; the leading interest 
being reported as having its output for the entire year 
1902 booked. New rail orders at Pittsburg this week 
aggregate 100,000 tons, and mills in that district are 
sold up to next December. No advance in the price of 
rails is looked for, and railroads not already booked 
are not likely to receive their quotas much before late 
summer. The shortage of cars restricted furnace opera- 
tions in the central west, and complaints of lack of 
motive power in addition are heard. 


WIRE NAILS. 
Wire nails are quoted at $2.40 in carload lots, 
while smaller lots are selling at $2.45.

Demand for 
old iron rails, heavy section tees, is active. Sale is re- 
ported of 300 tons at $21.00, delivered at mill. De- 
mand for both yard and railroad scrap is improving. 
Sale is reported of about 200 tons carefully selected 
yard at $17.50 gross ton; also 500 tons choice railroad 
scrap at $20.00, delivered at buyer’s works. 


BARS. 

The Western B.r Iron Association, comprising all 
the manufacturers of bar iron west of Pittsburg, with 
the exception of two who declined to enter the pool, an- 
nounce a cut in the price of $1 a ton, making the price 
equal to that of steel bars, 1.65c, Chicago. While the 
buying of steel bars has been as good as heretofore, 
transactions in bar iron have fallen off, which may 
be said to be due to the uncertainty in the minds of con- 
sumers that the present price will be maintained. We 
quote steel bars for immediate shipment, 1.65c to 1.70c, 
Chicago, and iron, 1.65c. Out of store, steel and iron, 
2c; on contracts for large lots and extended deliveries, 
steel and iron, 1.65c. 


SHEETS. 

There is little change in the buying of this mate- 
rial to be noted in this city. The tonnage placed with 
mills has been heavy, though it is still impossible to get 
delivery on new business within three months. Transac- 
tions with jobbers have also been large, the delivery ques- 
tion turning much business to them. We quote No. 27 
black, 3.75c to 3.90c, and galvanized 65 per cent and 10 
per cent to 70 per cent from store. 


STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

There is no change from the situation reported last 
week. An enormous amount of building is being done 
in this city and contiguous territory, and a steady 
stream of orders of the smaller kind continues to come 
in. Owing to the fact that most of the mills are con- 
siderably behind in deliveries, there is a heavy demand 
from jobbers’ stock, for which premiums are willingly 
paid. We quote mill shipments, carload lots, as fol- 
lows: Beams, 15 inches and under, $1.75; 18 inches 
and over, $1.85; angles, $1.75 to $1.80; plates, $1.75, 
base; tees, $1.80; zees, $1.75; small lots from store, 
4c higher; beams and channels from store, 4c to 34¢ 
per pound higher.
